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The Exhibition at Bristol. 


The town of Bristol is situated on a pen- 
insula lying between Mascougus Sound on 
the east and Damariscotta river on the west 
The extreme length of the town from Dam- 
ariscotta line to Pemaquid Point is about 
sixteen miles, and the town is from five to 
eight miles in width. Its seaboard situation 
naturally places it without the class of strict- 
ly agricultural towns, and the inhabitants, 
though engaged in farming to some extent, 
have their interests somewhat divided be- 
tween the land and the sea, while others are 
wholly engaged in fishing and sea-faring 
pursuits. The town contains’ much good 
soi) and many fine farms—but in consider- 
able large sections near the coast the land 
is ledgy and broken, though in warm and 
sunny locations between the ledgy hills, 
and among the pretty woods that skirt the 
rocky coast lands, handsome and productive 
farms are to be met with, on which are good 
buildings and all the evidences of thrift and 
independence. ‘The fishery interest about 
this peninsula, and in the adjoining town of 
Boothbay, particularly the menhaden or 
porgy fishery, is very important, this fish 
being a chief source of oil as well as of fer- 
tilizer which is obtained from the refuse or 
fish scrap from the oil factories—some of 
the largest in the United States of which 
are located in these towns. 

Few towns in Maine have so fascinating 
a history as Bristol. It was within its bor- 
ders that itis claimed English settlements 
were made prior to that at Plymouth, and 
while the Pilgrims were struggling to main- 
tain themselves at Plymouth, and the found- 
ing of Massachusetts was going on at Cape 
Aun, that learned antiquary, the late J. 
Wingate Thornton says Pemaquid was the 
busiest and most prosperous place on the 
American ccast. Here was the ancient city 
of Jamestown, the earliest trading and fish- 
ing port in the New World, the history and 
fortunes of which have been the occasion 
of so much controversy among historical 
students, and which has given occasion for 
the publication of no less than thirteen dis- 
tinct works relating wholly or in large 
measure to this question. The evidence 
seems well supported that the beginnings of 
New England aid of English possessions of 
the American coast were made as early as 
1607 on the Peninsula of Sabino and adj:-

As has been just stated Bristol is not 


‘ strictly speaking a farming town. Its some- 


what isolated and extreme location shut it 


off for many years from the exhibitions of 


the Lincoln County Agricultural Society, 


‘which were uSually held in the interior and 
‘more distinetively farming towns of the 
‘county; and at this juncture some ten years 


ago, a few gentlemen in town largely inter- 


‘ested in agriculture and fruit growing,prom- 


inent among whom was the late Mr. Thom- 
as Herbert, a skillful horticulturist, organ- 
ized the Bristol Agricultural Society, which 
has tor the past nine or ten years held an 
‘annual exhibition that has in many features 
exceeded some of the county fairs in extent 
‘and interest. In carrying onthe work of 
this Society the people of Bristol have la- 
‘bored with great earnestness and unison, 
and its good results are seen on every band 
in improvements and advancements in many 
directions. The Society now has a member- 
ship of nearly five hundred who pay a fee 
of fifty cents each, per year, while 
hondreds of others trom adj iining towns 
cheerfully pay the admission of twenty-five 
cents to its attractive exhibitions which are 
held in the Town Hall at the little village 
of Bristol Mills—and from these sources 
tie Society has ample means t> carry on its 
workin the most satisfactory mdnner. It 
has fn past years purchased thoroughbred 
animals of both the Shorthorn and Hereford 
breeds (ffom the well-known herds of How- 
ard & Ellis of Fairfield, and Geo. E. Shores, 
Waterville); which have been kept for the 
improvement of neat steck iu the town, and 
all who,availed themselves of its service 
paid for the same whether members of the 
Society or not. Such unselfishness is quite 
noteworthy—and besides the funds of the 
Society are by this means kept up to a good 
standard, and it now has something over 
$200 in the treasury. The improvement in 
the neat stock of the town through this in- 
fusion of thoroughbred animals, we are in- 
formed, has been most marked, and hun- 
dreds ot dollars in value have been added 
tothe stock of the vicinity by this means. 
Nor is improvement in this direction the 
only evidence of the good work of the So- 
ciety. It extends to other breeds of farm 
work as well, to farm practices, to fruit 
growing, and to the improvement of the 
mind. Better crops are raised than former- 
ly, more good fruit is seen on exhibi- 
tion at the fairs, and the farmers themselves 
are more interested in their business, and 
mere anxious to produce the best of every- 
thing grown on their farms than they were 
before the Society was organized. More- 
over, farthing generally throughout the town 
has been improved through this means. 
Men whe formerly devoted most time to 
fishin similar pursuits, found that the 
land was sure to repay good cultivation,and 
all over town are how to be seen good 
farms, buildiigs in prime order, orebards 
and good stock, where a dozen years ago 
were only slovenly culture, broken in roofs 
of barns, and mach ‘unthrift in field and 
premises. To this good result the Bristol 
Agricultural Society has a very 
large share. It is the one thing that unites 
its citizens together in generous, good-na- 
tured afi Bu is Ga inv Dol 
idays, and it manages, by a min- 
gling of the practical and the popular ele- 
ments in the farmers’ festival occasion, to 
draw out not only a good exhibition in all 
departments, but such an attendance as 
many towns do not see, and as few counties 
Only see at their annual fairs. 

The fair of this Society for the present 
Season was held at Bristol Mills on Tues- 


Prised to find on exhibition something 
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maritime town. Some of them were very 
handsome cattle, well matched and in good 
condition. There were some twelve or fif- 
teen horses and colts and a few lots each of 
pigs, sheep and poultry. Of milch cows 
the show was meagre, though we were told 
it could have been made very good had the 
owners of dairy animals been disposed to 
have brought them out. Let it be done an- 
other year by all means. 

The strength of the hall exhibiton was in 
the line of fruit and vegetables, though it 
was very well balanced, and the ladies’ con- 
tributions were numerous and interesting. 
Among the leadiog exhibitors of fruits were 
Charles E. Herbert, who showed thirty-one 
varieties of apples, seven of pears and six 
of grapes; Josiah Huston, twenty-four va- 
rieties of apples; Thomas H. Fossett, twen- 
ty two varieties of apples; Wilson Huey, 
twenty varieties of apples and six plates of 
grapes; Charles B. Woodward, fifteen sam- 
ples of apples, and the following named 
gentlemen, the number following their re- 
spective names: Leonard Fossett, 12; Jo- 
seph Folger, 11; Wm. B. Seavey, 10; Albert 
Hunter, 9; Sanford Erskine, 7; W. R. Hun- 
ter,6. Vegetables and field crops were 
shown by J. H. Little, Timothy Fitch, T. H. 
Fossett, Simeon Murphy and Everett Sproul. 
The display of potatoes, Indian corn and 
field vegetables was very creditable. 

On the first day of the exhibition occurred 
the general reception of articles (the total 
number of entries being over seven hun- 
dred), and the examination of cattle. On 
the second day occurred the drawing of ox- 
ep, anda parade of ‘‘ye aatient and hor- 
rible” fantastic company, and on the closing 
day a trial of fire engines between compan- 
ies from Damariscotta and Waldoboro’,with 
music by the Waldoboro’ Cornet Band. Oa 
the evening of the second day the annual 
address was given at the Congregational 
church by Mr. Boardman of this journal, at 
the close of which some sensible and prac- 
tical remarks were made by Thos. Boyd, 
Erq., of Boothbay; in both of which we sin- 
cerelyhope something was said which will en- 
courage the farmers of Bristol in their good 
work, and react for the improvement of her 
agriculture and the social elevation of her 
citizens. 

We greatly enjoyed our brief visit to the 
old town of Bristol, and received from the 
officers of the Society and citizens of the 
place kindly attentions, for which we here- 
by express our thanks—especially to Hon. 
James Erskine, one of the most prominent 
residents of the place; Mr. T. H. Fossett, 
the President and Mr. E. H. Pray the Secre- 
tary of the Soeiety, and Albert Drummond, 
Esq., a native of Bristol, now a resident of 
Portland. Sometime when the days are 
longer, and the wind less rough than on our 
recent visit, we hope to go over the same 
plessant ground again, and extend our vis- 
it to the site of ancient Jamestown, the cap- 
ital of Pemaquid. Until then we must bid 
our many new made and agreeable acquain- 
tances there, a hearty good-bye.

Maine Jerseys at the State Fair. 

We like the fair and candid spirit with 
which our correspondent in another column 
criticises the FARMER’S report on Jerseys 
at the State Fair, and thank him for mak- 
ing this journal the medium through which 
he gives this criticism tothe public. We 
do not care how rigid)y opposed any of our 
correspondents may be to the views ex- 
pressed by the FARMER, nor how cutting 
may be their strictures, provided they be 
honest opinions and gentlemanly expressed 
—we will most cheerfully publish all such 
articles, and we have never seen in our en- 
tire editorial experience, any article differ- 
ing from our own views, or in criticism of 
them which would not cheerfully have been 
admitted to our own columns, had their 
writers so desired. So much for this strictly 
personal matter. We will now answer the 
questions of our correspondent :— 

1. It could not reasonably have been ex- 
pected that Maine Jersey breeders of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club regiatry, would 
exhibit their animals atthe State Fair in 
competition with animals of the Maine State 
Herd Book registry, because as the former 
named gentlemen do not recognize the ani- 
mals of the latter registry as pure breed, they 
would not place their own animals in com- 
petition with those not deemed by them 
thoroughbred—or if doing so they would 
seem to assume an inconsistent position; 
a thing they are probably too shrewd to do. 

2. It seems to us quite natural that when 
one class of Jersey owners. or the owners 
of any other breed of stock, who have for 
years been prohibited from competing at 
fairs, have not been recognized, and have 
been shut out from obtaining prizes, dur- 
ing which time they have felt that they had 
been jll-used; have at length succeeded in 
receiving recognition and are alluwed to 
compete on equal terms with those who 
have never been debarred from competing, 
that they would certainly be wanting in 
‘gentlemanly courtesy”’ if they did not avail 
themselves of the privilege—provided they 
bad been honest in the cause of their com- 
plaints and desired to maintain a consistent 
course, or a course based simply on the 
grounds of good policy. 

3. Our correspondent is wrong in class- 
ing us as the champion of the cause of the 
A. J. C. Club, or in inferring that we believe 
their rights have béen infringed by any ac- 
tion of the State Agricultural Society favor- 
ing the Maine Jersey Stock Association. 
We have all through this controversary, as 
our correspondent knows, and for which he 
has frequently publicly commended ur, 
championed the cause of the so-called 


hibit their animals. ‘In fact,” he says, 
‘the public had good reason to feel disap- 
pointed, and many of the members of the 
Association,” now see they made the one 
great mistake in not exhibiting—just exact- 
ly as we stated in the article to which he 
alludes.

A Review of British Agriculture. 


One the most notable contributions of the 
year to the literature of English Agricul- 
ture, is the second part of the Journal of 
the Royal Agricultural Society of England 
for 1878, which is entirely taken up with a 
‘Memoir on the Agriculture of England 
and Wales,” prepared by direction of the 
Society for representing the condition of 
British Agriculture at the International Ex- 
position at Paris. It extends to 628 pages, 
and its several divisions are upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: General view of British 
agriculture; English land law; taxation as 
affecting the agricultural interest; farm 
capital; practical agriculture; dairy farm- 
ing; the cultivation of hops, fruit and veg- 
etables; the agricultural laborer; the in- 
fluence of chemical discoveries on the pro- 
gress of English agriculture. Among the 
writers of these several chapters—which 
are so thorough and complete in treatment 
as to amount to exhaustive treatises on their 
several subjects—best known in this coun- 
try, are James Caird (who visited America 
in 1860) John Algernon Clarke, John Chal- 
mers Moreton and Dr. Augustus Voelcker. 
The concluding chapter of this Memoir is 
an account of the Royal Agricultural So- 
ciety of England and its work, by Mr. H. 
M. Jenkins, the secretary of the Society and 
editor of its Journal. Every page of this 
bulky volume contains matters of great 
value and importance to intelligent agricul- 
turists everywhere, and we shall take early 
occasion to refer at greater length to some 
of its most interesting features.

The Desert Land of the United States.—I. 


Irrigation in Southern California. The 
Belle View BRanche. 
The land laws of the United States give 
every citizen the right, under certain re- 
strictions, to occupy or “‘pre-empt” without 
payment one hundred and sixty acres of 
the public land. Asa special inducement 
to the settlement of the less valuable lands, 
and in order to develope the resources of 
the country the Government offers to its citi- 
zens the privilege of pre-emwpting six hun- 
dred and forty acres of land, ranked in the 
Governmental surveys as desert. A large 
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young stock were well represented as many 
fine animals were present, but sheep and 
swine seemed best contented at home. 
Now let us enter the hall and see if things 
are in keeping with the outside. Long ta- 
bles are filled with the fruits of field, garden 
and orchard. The show of fruit was A No. 
1, and plainly shows a marked improvement 
in that branch of farming. Twenty-five years 
ago, but very little grafted fruit was raised 
in town; now but little poor natural fruit is 
raised and that by the older farmers.

ened by very tew showers during the other 
six, the land unaided produces only a stunt- 
ed growth of ‘‘sage brush” and scant patch- 
es of a coarse grass, which affords no nu- 
triment to horses or cattle, If, however, 
the land is artificially moistened it may be 
made to produce crops, quite as abundant 
and regular, aa the most fertile and produc- 
tive territory of our Western States. 

Irrigation is, however, a problem of con- 
siderable difficulty. The amount of water 
needed by a large tract of land is very 
great and to obtain a constant and never 
failing supply is a work demanding both 
professional skill and practical experience. 
So faras Iam informed, the problem has 
been more successfully dealt with in South- 
ern California thania any other portion of 
this country, anda short account of the 
iaost successful and largest experiment of 
the kind that has thus far been attempted 
mav not be uninteresting to your readers. 

The gentlemen who made up their minds 
to attempt the solution of this problem saw 
at once that the costs of irrigation would be 
far less and the chances of success far 
greater were the experiment conducted on a 
larger scale. Just as a supply of water can 
be furnished to a thousand house holders at 
far less expense to each individual than to 
one or ten, so the irrigation of a hundred 
thousand acres can be effected at propor- 
tionally far less expense than that of one 
hundred or one thousand. Of course a 
constant supply of water was a still more 
imperative condition of success. 

About two bundred miles south of San 
Francisco, is the county of Kern, of which 
Bakersfield is the county seat. The South- 
ern Pacific Railroad passes through the 
county and the land subsidy granted by the 
government enabled the road to dispose of 
the land in large quantities. The amount 
which the government will sell to each in 
dividual is only six hundred and forty 
acres. By purchase from the railroad and 
from ‘‘pre-emptors” the three gentlemen,— 
undertaking this experiment, obtained a 
very large tract of land, in all more than 
one bundred thousand acres. The land is 
well watered by the Kera River, which has 
its source far up in the mountains and is 
fed by numberless mountain lakes and riv- 
ulets, so that itis never dry. Of course it 
was necessary for the experimenters to own 
the land atong the river banks and a large 
price was in many instances paidto ‘*pre- 
emptors” for this more valuable territory. 
Having thus secured a larze tract of land 
and a constant supply of water they at once 
began work. Competent and experienced 
engineers were engaged to survey the land, 
to map out the courses of the main and 
bra: ch canals, and to superintend the work 
of irrigation. The land which was covered 
with a stunted growth of sage-brush, a 
cumberer of the ground remarkable for its 
strength of root and utter worthlessness,— 
was cleared. After several experiments the 
manager ofthe property, which is known 
as the Belle View Ranche, found that the 
most successful way of dcing this was to 
harness several herees to a heavy iron rail- 
road rail, and root up the sage by draging 
this over the ground. The brush was then 
collected and carefully burned, so as to 
destroy the seed. So successful did this 
treatment prove that little or no sage ap- 
peared the second year. The water having 
now been brought to the borders of the 
fields and the ground cleared, the lands 
were flooded to the depth of one or twe 
feet and the greedy earth allowed to soak 
up all the moisture that it would. The 
fields were then ploughed and again irri- 
gated, by carrying the water across the 
fleld by sluices aud ditches. In this work, 
as in that of general irrigation, the Chinese 
were found to be most valuable laborers. 
Accustomed in China, to similar methods of 
agriculture they brought to the task a yal- 
uable expe So thoroughly do they 
understand irrigation that often, when the 
walis of the canal are broken by the pres- 
sure of the water, a Chinaman will, in or- 
der to proves more serious mischief, throw 
himself into the breach and with his body 
restrain the water from rushing through 
the gap, while he directs his fellow labor- 
ers how to permanently repair the break. 
After this second irrigation the crops are 
sown and the ground isa third time irri- 
gated, by allowing the water to run down 
each furrow. The ms in the greater 
part of California are, as your readers are 
well aware, two, the wetand the dry.

Litchfield Town Fair. 


The Farmers’ Club of the good old town 
of Litchtield held its twenty-first annual 
Cattle Show and Fair, on Tuesday of last 
week. For several years past, without a 
single exception, the day selected for this 
exhibition has proved to be rainy, and the 
otticers this year, in their notice, took the 
precaution to state that if Tuesday should 
be rainy the exhibition would be postponed 
to the next plearant day. ‘The weather on 
Tuesday morning looked very unfavorable 
for a pleasant day. ‘The wind blew from 
the southwest, the sky was overcast and 
early ,in the ey there was a smart 
dash of rain, the first for two or three weeks. 
The officers met early at the fair grounds 
and decided on a postponement, and gave 
notice to that effect. so far as was practi- 
cable, but the crowd which usually assem- 
| blee here on these oceasions, had deter- 
mined not to be adjourned, and before nine 
o’clock wagons began to pour in from every 
direction. The sun also broke through his 
curtain of clouds, and the day proved to be 
cverything that could be desired. But the 
exhibition was injured by the cloudy and 
unpromiring morning and proposed a‘4- 
journment, many of the articles being left 
athome. Before noon the twenty acres of 
ground occupied by the society was literal- 
ly covered with carriages and people, and it 
was estimated that two thousand teams of 
various kinds, and at least five thousand 
persons, were in attendance. Litchtield and 
all the adjacent towns furnished their quo- 
tas, while many came from other more dis- 
tant towns in Kennebec county, and from 
Lisb »n, Greene, Lewiston and Auburn. 

Most of the articles for exhibition were 
brought in late, and though the officers 
worked like ‘Irojans, the entries were not 
completed till one o'clock. Careful gtten- 
tlon has ever been paid to the culture of 
fruit in Litchfield, aad, as was to be expect- 
ed, the display both in quantity and quality, 
|was remarkably good. Of apples there 
were thirty entries, embracing a large num- 
ber of varieties, as follows: G W Early, 7 
varieties; Horace Jack 6; Lapham & Pack- 
ard 24; Wm Lylel; J L Perry 37; Asa P 
Smith 9; John Purington 17; W G Webber 
8; Orren Berry 15; Wm be!

Five Best Varieties of Pears for Family 


Use. 





The unusual! yield of apples and pears, 
and the display of the recent exhibition and 
other intluences of the State Pomological 
Society will perhaps stimulate many people 
to the planting of these fruits. A consider- 
ation of varieties is therefore in order. This 
is one of the most important questions, and, 
to the novice, the most perplexing. 1 beg 
leave therefore, to contribute a mite from 
my own experience of a quarter of a centu- 


- 
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According to the report of the last win- 
ters meeting of the State Pomoligical Socie- 
ty, the question was propounded through 
the question box. What are the best five 
pears for home use in Maine? 

It is a matter of regret that the question 
was answered by one person only. ‘The 
answer was ‘‘Clapp’s Favorite, Belle Lucra- 
tive. Duchesse d’ Angouleme, Beurre d’ 
Anjou and Lawrence.” 

This answer was commended as coming 
from one ‘fully competent.” The author 
of the answer no doubt was fully competent 
to give the results of his experience and 
taste. Under other circumstances others 
may reach adifferent conclusion. And to 
judge from my experience and observation 
somewhat broad, the five named, as a whole 
are far from the ftve best, to say nothing otf 
the fact that the list wholly omits the sum- 
mer pears. For domestic use this ought 
not to be, as the summer pears follow the 
berries and are greatly needed. 

I would therefore begin the list, if limited 
to five, with some good early pear. Noth- 
ing can exceed the Rostiezer in quality. It 
~ in August, when such a pear is need- 

- But a brief experience leads me to 
doubt whether itis perfectly hardy; and [ 
should hesitate to recommend it for climates 
more rigorous than that of Bath. Wherea 
hardier tree is needed, the Dea: bon's Seed- 
ling will be found hardy, an early and 
abundast bearer, in quality of fruit not 
equal to the Rostiezer, but still excellent, 
and far superior to the Clapps’s Favorite. 
lt ripens too, earlier than that variety, 
though not so early as the Rostiezer. 

Clapp’s Favorite is a merely good pear. 
tree strong and pertty hardy, fruit large and 
quite abundant, perhaps a little better in 
quality than the Bartlett. With all these 
werits. lam of opinion that it should not 
come into the limited list of five. If not 
gathered early it rots at the core and is 
worthless. A mistake in the time of gath- 
ering is fatal. 

I would prefer the Beurre d’Amalis. 
This pear with me has bravely stood the 
test of twenty-five years, defying alike the 
rigors of the severest winters and the 
drouths and hgats of summer, upon dry 

ravelly loam, and upon heavy clay loaw. 

t is patient of neglect, but grateful for,care 
and culture. It is strong in wood, an im- 
mense anda constant bearer. The fruit, 
when plucked at the proper time and ripen- 
ed for the table in the house, rises to second 
rate, better than the Clapp. If you are 
obliged to relieve the tree by gathering a 
portion a little before maturity, it will ma- 
ture between blaukets and become good. If 
you leave it too long on the tree it does not 
rot at the core or suffer materially in quali- 
ty. It follows the Dearborn in its season. 

Belle Lucrative is an excellent ; 
Whether it has the surpassing merit to bring 
it into a list of five only, is probably doubt- 
ful. My experiece is not sufficient to deter- 
mine. 

In the above named answer Duchesse 
d’ Angouleme is given as the third. It has 
a great reputation as a market pear in Dela- 
ware and other states, but [ doubt if even 
there it would be commended for a house 
collection.” In my grounds it is worthiess.— 
a large mass of fruity matter. I have grown 
some pretty large ones, but have never 
seen a good pear of that variety. It is 
coarse, diffcult to ripen, without any attrac- 


tive quality Another opjection is that its 
season is the same as of Autumn varie- 
ties of fine quality. 


The Beurre d’ Anjou is thought by many 
to be faultless. But planters of limited 


its bloom appears full and the blossoms of- 
ten fail to set a fall crop, or any but a very

therefore would be Rostiezer, Dearbon’s 
seedling, Beurre d’ Amalis, Louise Bonne d’ 
Jersey, Beurre d’ Aujou and Lawrence. 
But the Fulton, a native of Bowdoinham, 
in tree and fruit has all desirable qualities 
except large size, which indeed for domestic 
use, is not very important. It is hardy, a 
constant and fruitful bearer and the fruit 
next to the Seckel for excellence. And it 
would be better to substitute that pear for 
the Avjou. Otherwise someearly pear ripen- 
ing before the Rostiezer might be substitu-

Maine Jerseys at the State Fair. 


My attention has just been called to some 
parts of the editorial comments in the 
ARMER of Sept. 28, 0n the exhibition of 
Jerseys at the late State fair. That part of 
the article to which I refer, and to which 
partial exception is taken is here annexed: 
“JERSEYS. In this class the show was very 
tlim, though some choice animals were ex- 
hibited. It was to be expected, judging from 
the late action of the Society in opening 
competition to Maine registered Jerseys on 
equal ground with those of the American J. 
C. Club registry, that no disply of the breed- 
ers last named would be made—but the pub- 
lic had aright to expect, after the Maine 
Jersey Association had been given their 
rights, which for years they have been clam- 
orous to obtain, that they as a Society would 
have made it a point to take advantage of it. 
Itis true they were not compelled to ex- 
hibit, but gratitude, policy, and gentlemanly 
courtesy would seem to dictate that they 
should have done so.” 
Now, Mr. Editor, will you please tell us 
why it could reasonably or justly be expect- 
ed that no disply would be made by the A. 
J. C. C. stock owners; (1) also why mem- 
bers of the State Association should be con- 
sidered as wanting in “gratitude” or ‘‘gen- 
tlemanly courtesy ;” (2) or why should one 


be more courteous, or show more gratitude 
for the same favor than another? The 
Maine State Association, in being admitted, 
bave received no more than their ‘long de- 
layed rights,” and were admitted on this 
principle. This being the case, why should 
One association be under greater obligation 
to make public demonstra‘ions of gratitude 
than the other? And I submit, if either 
party should show gratitude for special fav- 
ors received, whether it is not the owners of 
Club stock, who have tor so long a time ep- 
joyed the exclusive privil ge of competing 
for the prizes offered by the Sate Agricul- 
tural Society, or has the *( lub” ej "ved this 
monopoly so long tliat they aid you, (3) 
have come to bi lieve that their:ights are in- 
fringed upon by admitting the steck of an- 
otber association every way their equal. 
and as jusily entitl d to public confidence? 
it this is the case, the sooner this dclusion 
—this prejudice, is understood by the public 
the better it will be for «ll concerned. 

I freely admit that it might reasonably 
have been expeored, and t! a: it would Lave 
been policy lu members of the Sta*e Associ- 
ation to have made, as they easily might 
have done, a greater display of Jerseys than 
was ever made in the State, and I am not in- 
clined to offer any apology in their behalf 
for this neglect. In fact the public have 
had good reason to feel disappointed, and 
mauy of the members of the association now 
see it in this light, and regret that they did 
not wore fully respond to the opportunity 
tor ee their stock on equal terms 
with other thoroughbred Jerseys. Yet, to 
the honor of those who did exhibit, itis very 
justly éaid in your report that notwithstand- 
ing the ‘slim show” in numbers, in quality 
it surpassed all former exhibits of Jerseys 
ever made in Maine at a State fair.

I bear people inquirirg what sort of ap- 
ple we shall plant for» long-keeping, and 
otherwise desirable winter sort for home or 
market use. Many persons who anticipate 
Starting an orchard, lack experience as to 
sorts. Orhers of large experience in orch- 
arding are not well posted in sorts which 
have been introduced du’ ing the last ten or 
fifteen years. We certainly do not want 
many sorte of winter apples for market, and 
I believe in planting largely of one sort. 
So that if { were to plant five hundred ap- 
-~ trees this year for market purposes, four 

undred and fifty should be of one sort, 
and with my experience and observation of 
the last ten years, that one sort should be 
the King of Thompkins County, 

About twelve years ago | obtained scions 
of this fruit, and every year since I have 
observed their hardy, vigorous growth, 
their general healthfulness, their beautiful 
spreading form, and for the last six years 
their beautifai crops of large handsome 
apples. The King is a good keeper, is our 
handsomest market winter apple and of 
best quality; is for winter what the Gravens- 
tine 18 for autumn, the most delicious 
sort. 
ty in our State except Aroostook, and when 
properly grown by grafting well up in the 
stock or in the limbs of seedling trees and 
properly cared for, I have always found it 
showing an unusual amount of vigor and 
hardihood. ‘This sort has been sold widely 
in root-grafted trees, and even under these 
unfavorable circumstances I have some- 
times seen it doing p well.

Sagadahoc Agricultural Society. 

The twenty-fourth annual fair of the Sag- 
adakoc Agricultural and Horticultural So- 
ciety was held at their fair grounds in Tops- 
ham, on the 8th, 9th and 10th inst., and was 
one of the largest and best exhibitions ever 
held by this usually enterprising and pop- 
ular association. Although the weather on 
the morning of the opening of the fair was 
dark with light rain, our farmers were on 
hand with a large and splendid lot of cattle, 
sheep, swine, poultry, in fact every pro- 
duct of the farm. Probably owing to the 
excellent fall feed the neat stock were all 
in excellent condition. 

The first day was devoted to the exami- 
nation of neat stock, sheep, swine and poul- 
try, and the long lines of large and noble 
looking working oxen, displayed in platoons 
in the centre of the fair grounds, was a sight 
of which our farmers can well be proud. 
The display of fruit, especially apples and 
pears, was very large and greatly exceded 
in quantity and quality that of previous 
years, and vegetables of all kinds proyed 
by their large size and fine quality that the 
farmers of Sagadahoc were making rapid 
strides in the science of agriculture, and no 
one viewing the fine display but could feel 
proud of the productions of our State. ‘The 
corn and wheat on exhibition were con- 
vincing proof that Maine can produce her 
own breadstuff, and that our farmers had 
heeded the advice of the old MAINE FARM- 
ER to “plant that extra acre of corn or 
wheat.” Among the new productions we 
noticed a fine lot of sugar beets entered by 
Mr. H. Little and Mr. F. Lapham of Bruns- 
wick, and learn that they will harvest about 
twenty tons to the acre; also, a lot of pear] 
millet, by Mr. D. H. Green of Topsham, 
said to be one of the most productive and 
nourishing articles of tall feed for milk 
cows; also a flock of domesticated wild 
geese by Mr. Wm. Alexander of Harpswell, 
which attracted much attention, and by 
their continual howl, completely drowned 
the noise of the other fowl. The entry of 
fowl was large, including the great variety 
of Mr. Benj. Pennell, all in excellent con- 
dition. The dairy products were all of ex- 
c llent quality, and the gilt edged Jersey 
butter from the dairy of Mr. T. B. Read, of 
Bowdoijnham, attracted much admiration 
from the ladies for its superior quality. I 
send you Mr. Read’s statement of his pro- 
cess of manufacturing butter, which you 
ean publish if you think advisable. The 
large assortment of agricultural imple- 
ments of Kendall & Whitney, and others 
attracted much attention, and the domestic 
manufactures, fancy work, and floral dis- 
play by the ladies also came in for their 
usual share of admiration. What most par- 
ticularly attracted the attention of the 
crowd in the hall, devoted to vegetables, 
was the large variety of garden and field 
products, embracing nearly every article 
produced on our farms, and several others 
not usually cultivated in this latitude, en- 
tered and tastefully arranged by Mr. Thos. 
Cruickshank, gardener for Miss Snow, of 
the Harding farm. The extent of this col- 
lection exceeded that of many town fairs. 

Wednesday was devoted to the exhibition 
of horses, a large number being present, 
showing a decided improvement of this 
stock within a few years, and that our farm- 
ers are giving more attention to breeding 
heavy work horses than to racers. In the 
afternoon there were several trials of speed 
on the race course, which were also con- 
tinued on Thursday, the closing day of the 
fair. I have visited a half dozen State fairs, 
and as many different county fairs, but I 
am satisfied that the Sagadahoc fair of 1878 
exceed in its large exhibition of farm pro- 
ducts, ete., that of any other I had previous- 
ly attended. Financially the fair was a 
complete success, although twelve hundred 
dollars were offzred in premiums and prizes. 
The ample fair grounds, the commodious 
fair house and other buildings are all paid 
for, and the society have spare shot in the 
locker. On retiring from the hall at the 
close of the fair we noticed in the ladies de- 
partment of fancy articles, two pillars, ele- 
gantly wrought in worsted on embossed 
card board. Encircling these pillars was 
a scroll with the motto ‘‘We meet upon the 
level, we part upon the square,” and the 
involuntary wish occurred to us that the 
large assembly of farmers and their fami- 
lies might all be spared te meet again in 
many future years in these social assem- 
blies. ‘The following are some of the lead- 
ing premiums:

An Overlooked Interest. 


We wish it were possible to obtain ac- 
curate figures as to the value of the fisheries 
of Maine to the wealth of the State and 
country at large—but know of no way of 
reaching it accurately. The reports of cus- 
toms officers for the several districts would 
of course give it, and after long digging 
perhaps some of the facts could be found, 
buried in the Government reports on com- 
mercial relations and statistics—but these 
can hardly be called available sources of 
information. In this respect we know of 
nothing so admirable as the report of the 
Commissioner of Fisheries for the Domin- 
ion of Canada—an annual volume of four 
or five hundred pages giving the most mi- 
nute and satisfactory figures concerning 
every branch of the vast fishing interests of 
that Government. If our State only gad 
something of the kind, we should know 
more than we do of this great industry, one 
which is overlooked to a large extent by our 
people. We know enough about it how- 
ever, to realize its importance and the neces- 
sity for its protection and regulation by 
suitable and efficient laws. 
One of the most important branches of 
the fishery interest of our State, is that per- 
taining to the menhaden or porgie, which 
asin recent years grown to such great 
proportions, employs an immense capital, 
and gives occupation to quite a fleet of ves- 
sels and steamers, and a very large number 
of men. Several interests centre in this 
branch of fishing—that relating to oil, to 
sources ot fertilization for the land, and as 
a means of human food—though the last. 
perhaps, is not being utilized to the extent 
it is liable to be inthe future. The chief 
revenue from the menhaden fishery in the 
past has been the oil which is obtained from 
it, which finds a ready sale either as pure 
fish oil, or in an adulterated form in linseed 
oil. The fifth annual report of the Men- 
haden Oil and Guano Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of Maine for 1877, showed a total of 
1,166,213 gallons of oil produced, and a cap- 
ital of $1,083,662 employed in the business, 
Formerly the scrap or pomace from the oil 
factories was regarded as a waste product, 
and was disposed ef to manufacturers of 
commercial manures, at prices varying from 
$10 to $12 per ton atthe factory. Better 
appliances for expressing the oil have been 
employed in later years than formerly, so 
that now the proportion of oil left in the 
fish as it comes from the press is very slight. 
And the value and importance of the refuse 
or scrap has been rising constantly during 
the past few years. Itis the great source 
of nitrogen, one of the most costly and 
most valuable elements of plant food; and 
in the refuse of the menhaden is found its 
most available source. The makers of the 
various forms and brands of commercial 
fertilizers have well understood its value, 
and have contracted for it, with owners of 
oil factories, seasons in advance, so anxious 
have they been to procure it. It is used to 
furnish the nitrogen In the fertilizers which 
they put upon the market and which is sold 
at prices varying from $35 to $55 per ton. 
Within the past few years a new branch of 
industry has sprung up at one or two places 
on our coast, operated largely by foreign 
capital, which is dependent upon the men- 
haden fishery for its business. This is the 
drying of the scrap or refuse from the fac- 
tories, in order that it may be transported 
in bulk; and several establishments on our 
coast are doing a large business in this line. 
They not only dry all the scrap they can 
obtain from oil factories along our own 
coast, but crude scrap is brought by the car- 
go from the southern coast of New England 
where the menhaden are caught in large 
numbers, as on the Connecticut shore and 
along Long Island Sound, and dried at these 
dry factories. The mass when dried as- 
sumes the form of a dark colored powder, 
easily handled and inoffensive. This dried 
fish scrap is shipped in bulk to England, 
France and Holland, for the purpose of fer- 
tilizing the lands of the Old World—one 
firm whose works are situated in the town 
of Bristol, having exported six or eight 
cargoes the past season. This fertilizer 
should be used by our own farmers toa 
larger extent than it is. It seems a bene- 
ficent provision of Nature that the refuse of 
the fish of the sea may be used for enrich- 
ing the land, that it may yield large crops 
tor the service of man ; but the improvidence 
of a people which allows the greater part of 
this valuable fertilizer to be sent across the 
ocean to foreign countries can hardly be ac- 
counted for, only on the ground of their ig- 
norance as to its value. Enough of this fer- 
tilizer is annually sent from our shores, 
which if used by our own farmers would 
render every inch of the cultivated land in 
Maine as rich as a garden. 

Some points in the legal bearings of this 
question may be considered at another time.

THE FALL ELECTIONS. We are enabled 
this week to give the full results of the elec- 
tions which occurred in the four States of 
lowa, Indiana, Ohio and West Virginia last 
week. The returns from Iowa do not war- 
rant the first dispatches which were sent. 
The vote of the State was very heavy. The 
Republicans carried the State by a majority 
of about 9000. Ia 1876 they had a majority 
on the Presidential vote of 50,227. In 1877 
while the Republicans had a plurality of 42,- 
193, they were in a minority of 2000. In 
1876 they elected a full Republican delega- 
tion to Congress. This year they elect 
seven members and the combination of Dem- 
ocrats and Greenbackers elect two. In In- 
diana the Democrats carried the State by an 
increased majurity over former years—have 
twelve majority in the Legislature and se- 
cured seven out of thirteen Congressmen. 
In Ohio the Republicans carry the day by a 
good majority, but lose the majority of Con- 
gressmen. West Virginia went as was 
stated last week. In the fall elections al- 
ready held in Oregon, Maine, Vermont, Cvl- 
orado,lowa, [ndiana,Ohio,and West Virginia, 
the Congressional Representation stands as 
follows: Republicans elected, 28; Demo- 
crats, 25; Greenbacker, 1; no election, 1. 
In the present Congress this delegation 
stands Republicans 39, Democrats 16. The 
Democrats after the 4th of March next, will 
come into possession of both branches of 
Congress and will have a majority of States 
in the House of Representatives. 
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Hon. ROBERT H. GARDINER of Gardiner 
sent us the following letter too late for pub- 
lication last week. We publish it this week 
with great pleasure, and we kn@w our many 
readers would feel under obligation to Mr. 
Gardiner if he would kindly furnish them 
through the columns of the FARMER each 
month, a weather report. 

It was stated in the Maing FARMER of last 
week, that this summer had not been so dry 
as that of last year. In my record of the 
weather, I compare the quarters of the year, 
and as the last quarter was much dryer than 
the corresponding one of last year, I thought 
you must be incorrect, but you include June, 
and the rain fall of June this year was above 
the average, so you are right. Moisture for 
the four months this year 11,592 inches, 
last year 10,080, being 1,512 inches less. 
July this year was the dryest on record for 
40 years, 1,074inches. For the quarter, 
July, August and September, it was 7,916 
inches. Last year for the quarter it was 
8,896. The dryness of the past quarter has 
been exceeded four times, in 1840, it was 
6,979 inches, 1841, 6,497 inches, in 1869 
6.048 inches, and in 1870, the dryest of all, 
5.746 inches. The mean for the quarter is

able woman named Ann Frieze, living in | 
Rutland, Vt , was fonnd to be on fire; ber 


remains were dragged from the flames and 
gave unmistakable evidence that she was 
murdered. Uader the stimulus of a twenty- 
five hundred dollar reward for the appre- 
hension of the murderer, the local detec- 
tives began an investigation, which resulted 
in the arrest of John P. Phair, who was 
known to have been acquainted with the 
woman and to have been much in her com- 
pany. He left for Boston on the 4.30 train 
of that eventful morning, and was taken in- 
to custody upon his return, he claiming to 
have been to Providence in search of work. 
He could not prove that he had spent the 
whole night previous to his departure at bis 
boarding place. The detectives visited Bos- 
ton and found the name of E. F. Smith, St. 
Albans, Vt., registered at the Adams House 
on June 9:h. In the room occupied by this 
party was found some of the personal pro- 
perty of the murdered woman. On further 
search a watch and chain, the property of 
Mrs. Frieze, was found at 18 Salem street, 
the place of business of one Meyer Abram, 
a Jew pawnbroker, who at the trial swore 
were pawned by one claiming to be E. F. 
Smith, St. Albans, Vt. The detectives fur- 
ther found that on the 10th of June, the day 
following the discovery of the murder, an 
opera glass and shawl of the deceased had 
been pawned at the establishment of James 
G- Pierce, pledged for ¢10. Phair was iden- 
tified as the same person who claimed to be 
E. F. Smith of St. Albans. On this evidence 
Phair was tried and condemned to death, 
but according to Vermont law, which work- 
ed favorably to him in this instance, he was 
to spend two years at hard labor in State 
Prison before the execution of the sentence. 
As the day for the hanging drew near, Mr. 
M. D. Downing, a respectable business man 
of Boston, had his attention drawn to the 
case by an account of the alleged criminal 
published in the Boston Globe. It flashed 
upon his recollection that he had talked 
with a man answering Phair’s description, 
on a train that left Providence June 10,1874. 
Through his earnest interposition Phair was 
respited, the Governor’s order to that effect 
reaching the jail only twenty minutes be- 
fore Phair was to be hanged. Subsequent 
investigations have made it probable that 
the detectives, in their zeal to ‘“‘work up a 
case,” showed the pawnbrokers a photo- 
graph of Phair, before they were admitted 
to his presence to pick him out from among 
others, whereas Mr. Downing recognized 
him at once, without such aid, as the man 
with whom he had conversed on the train. 
Furthermore, Phair said he passed the night 
at Providence in a lodging house with a 
blue sign and white letters, and described 
the looks of the keeper and attendants. 
When inquiry was first made into his case 
no such establishment could be found in that 
city, but it finally appeared there was such 
a one in 1874, when he was in that city, if at 
all, it having since been torn down. The 
people connected with it profess to recollect 
some of the circumstances narrated by Phair 
as occuring during his visit. The reprieve 
granted by the Governor postponed the ex- 
ecution to the 6th of April, 1879, to enable 
the General Assembly to interpose with a 
measure of relief, if thought advisable. 
That body is now in session, with se veral 
numerously signed petitions before it on the 
subject, from citizens of Maine, Vermont and 
Massachusetts. A re-hearing will undoubt- 
edly be given, and the Legislature will un- 
questionably give Phair the benefit of all 
the circumstances in his favor. He is not a 
man of any property or influence, soit is 
hardly possible that the corroboration of 
his alleged visit to Providence is a scheme 
to save his life. Phair’s friends believe him 
to be guiltless and that it will be made to 
appear that he is the innocent victim of cir- 
cumstantial evidence and of the perjured 
testimony of the Boston pawnbrokers.

The 
authentic figures of actual failures in the 
United States, during the third quarter of 
the year, have been awaited with more in- 
terest than usual, owing to the large num- 
ber who have sought to avail themselves of 
the national bankrupt law, prior to its ex- 
piration Sept.1. The statistics for the quar- 
ter and for the first nine months of the year, 
are now furnished by the mercantile agency 
of Dunbar, Low & Co., and show as follows: 
The number of failares for the third quarter 
of 1878 were 2,753, as compared with 1,876 
for the same quarter last year. The liabili- 
ties for the last quarter are $66,000,000, as 
compared with 42,000,000 for the same pe- 
riod of 1877. For the first nine months of 
1878 the failures number 8,670, as compared 
with 6,565 for the same period last year. 
The liabilities for the first nine months of 
1878 are $197,000,000, against $141,000,000 
for the first nine months of 1877. 1t is ad- 
mitted that the petitions in bankruptcy filed 
at the period named, considerably exceed 
the figure above, but it must be understood 
that a large number of the applications for 
relief were either those whose failures bave 
been previously reported, or those who had 
gone out of business or were not engaged 
in mercantile failures. The above figures 
refer to failures only among those who were 
in active business, and suspend payment 
under review. The agency considers that 
the number of actual failures were not as 
large as might have been anticipated, among 
the 700.900 traders reported in business, and 
in view of the temptation to obtain relief 
from the past misfortunes.

Schooner Star- 
light of Eastport, from Philadelphia for 
Boston with coal, had her hatches washed 
off at anchor. The Mars Hill dragged un- 
der her bow, when the Starlight slipped her 
chains, went ashore seuth of the canal flat 
and bil Schooner Francis Coffia of Ma- 
chias, Hoboken for Boston, with coal, drag- 
ged afoul of the schooner R. H. Shannon, 
was cut below the water’s edge, and filled 
and sank in three fathoms of water. Schoon- 
er Grace Cushing, Mosher, Perth Amboy, 
of and for Portland, was fouled by schooner 
George Walker, lost her jib-bvom and bow- 
sprit, several stanchions, started water ways 
and was badly injured on the starboard side 
nearly whole length of the vessel, and also 
lost one of her boats. Schooner Rival of 
Bath, Fletcher Philadelphia for Boston, 
with bricks, dragged afoul of the marine 
railway and sprung a slight leak. She will 
be floated easily. Schooner Island Belle, 
Small, from New York, of and from East- 
port, in ballast, dragged her anchors and 
went ashore north of the railway whart. 
Schooner Ligure, Thurston, from New Bed- 
ford, of and for Tremont, in ballast, draz- 
ged her anchor across the marine railway. 
She will be got off easily, with slight dam- 
age. Schooner George Walker of Machias, 
from Philadelphia for Portland, with coal, 
dragged ashore on the canal flats, and is 
full of water. She is also considerably dam- 
aged by collision. Schooner Monticello, of 
aud from Rockland for New York, with 
lime, dragged ashore on canal flats. The 
vessel is very tight. Schooner Frances El- 
len of Hampden, from Elizabethport for 
Roxbury, with coal, parted both chains and 
went ashore north of the railway wharf,and 
is fall of water. At Provincetown, the gale 
of wind, accompanied by continuous rain 
for twenty-four hours ending Saturday 
morning, was the most severe and destruc- 
tive that has ever visited that part of the 
coast. About five o'clock in the morning 
with a northeast wind the rain commenced, 
and gradually increased with the velocity of 
the wind until at noon it was blowing a gale. 
Over two hundred vessels, consisting of por- 
gie steamers, mackerel fishermen, cod fish 
ermen and coasters, were at anchor in Prov- 
incetown harbor. Ali that could be done 
for the safety of the fieet was accomplished 
by their crews during theday. As night 
approached the storm increased in severity. 
Before ten in the evening, many of the 
atreets were barricaded by uprooted trees. 
The four o'clock train from Bosten, due 
there at 9 10 P. M., did not arrive until 11 20 
The rain driven by the gale penetrated the 
cars to such an extent that the passengers 
were obliged to use umbrelias. At Bass 
river the schooner Isaac Rich. Philadelphia 
for Gardiner, parted chaivs during the gale 
and was blown to sea. Parties are in search. 
All the crew except the captain were aboard. 
Schooner E. H. Nash of Calais, for Nor- 
wich, Conn., went ashore at Yarmouthport, 
Mass., at midnight on the 12ch. She lost 
main mast, sails and deck load. The crew 
were saved. A Wellfleet, Mass., dispatch 
says that the cyclone of Saturday was the 
severest for years, and extensive damage 
was done to shipping in the harbor. The 
schooner Abbie Frankfort was sunk at her 
anchorage, and s-veral other vessels weie 
badiy injured. The steeple of the Congre- 
gational church blew down, breaking off 
even with the roof, taking the bell and clock 
with it. Several other buildings were more 
or less injured, and fences and trees are 
down all through the town. Schooner Etta 
A. Simpson from Bath for Baltimore with 
ice, capsized Saturday near Norton's shoal. 
Part of the crew and the captain’s wife got 
on the bottom of the vessel. The captain's 
wife died Sunday noon, and the captain died 
Monday morning at 2 0’clock. The mate, 
the only survivor, was saved and brought 
to Edgartown Monday morning. ‘The vessel 
lays at anchor and can probably be towed 
in. The schooner Harry and Fred of Ma- 
chias, Gardner, St. John for Philadelphia, 
with Jaths, went on Nantucket shoals Satur- 
day, anchored about 2 P. M., parted one 
chain at 10 P. M , cut away masts and drag- 
ged through Muskegel channel. She was 
towed to Vineyard Haven Monday morning 
and will be towed to New Bedford for re- 

airs. No special damage was done to the 

ull. The schooner Clara Jane from Lu- 
bec, to New York, with potatoes, is anch- 
ored off the south side of Nantucket, with a 
loss of mast and sail.

Bank and railroad presidents, 
treasurers of stock companies, and other 
men who handle the money of others, can 
thus make their employers secure against 
loss through their agency. We do not see 
why such a company should not work well 
both for itself and the parties insur ed.

The Indian War. 


Kansas City, Oct. 12. The congressional 
mittee 


com to take testimony relative to the 
transfer of Indians to the war de ment, 
arrived here en route to Omaha. Chey- 


ennes and Pacific coast people from a re- 
gion just depopulated by the Cheyennes, 
made bitter complaints to the committee 
concerning the action of the troops during 
the late troubles. 

Chicago, October 12. A dispatch was re- 
ceived to-day at Sheridan’s headquarters, 
from Maj r Carlton, who states that Major 
Thornburgh struck my trail in the Sand 
Hills, and was out of rations. Sent him ra- 
tions sufficient to reach Camp Sheridan. 

Washington, October 12. Agent Niles 
writes that the Indians now pursued by the 
troops are 350 northern Cheyennes, of 
whom only 90 are men, under Chiéf Dull 
Knife, and who have always been disaffect- 
ed, notwithstanding that their rations have 
been regularly served to them, in accord- 
ance with the regulations, under the super- 
vision of army officers. 

wood, October 12. About one hun- 
dred and twenty-five Indians made their ap- 
pearance in Red Water Valley, 30 miles 
from here, this morning, and burned several 
stacks of hay. The rancheros organized 
and started in pursuit this evening. 

New York, Oct. 14. Omaha dispatches 
say Thornburg’s expedition reached a point 
between the Platte bridge and Ruaning 
Water, 100 miles north of the railroad. Sat- 
urday morniog. They had abandoned pur- 
suit of the Cheyennes, and it is reported 
that the scouts led them into the sand hills, 
from which they never would have escaped 
but for the vigilance. of the troops them- 
selves. The Indians commission at Omaha 
unearthed through energy the most dis- 
graceful treatment of the Indians by ageuts 
and others, the past two years. A dispatch 
from Camp Sheridan, Neb., Sunday, says 
fhornburg’s command, accompanied by 
Maj. Carlton, returned there Saturday. They 
have no information concerning Cheyennes. 
While encamped on Clay Creek they were 
three miles above Red Cloud village, but 
Red Cloud declined all offers of hospitality 
and refused to go near Thornburg’s camp. 
Red Cloud and other Cheyennes are to meet 
the officers of Camp Sheridan. The com- 
panies of infantry returned to Leavenworth 
from an unsuccessful pursuit of the Chey- 
ennes. Over 75 whites have been killed by 
the Indians, including 25 white women, out- 
raged and murdered. 

Camp Rosrnson, Neb., October 14. The 
camp was aroused last night by several men 
living at the old Red Cloud Agency, riding 
into camp and stating that a party of Chey- 
ennes had run away with all their stock, 
and befure doing so had made enquiries as 
to the locality of the new Red Cloud Agen- 
cy. Every one in the camp was under arms 
immediately, and preparation was made for 
a fight, in case the hostiles should attack 
thecamp. At daylight a party of twenty- 
five cavalrymen went tothe scene of the 
plunder, but nothing could be ascertained 
further than that the Indians after running 
off the stock, made for Crow Buttes. The 
same party also reported that the Chey- 
ennes were all day yesterday seen on Crow 
Butte. The commands of Mai. Carlton and 
Gen. Thornburg will arrive here to-morrow 
from Camp Sheirdan, and will no doubt 
pursue the hostiles.
